For the purpose of effecting uniformity in the 
administration of the privileges, honors and bene- 
fits of Odd Fellowship within this jurisdiction, the 
Grand Lodge of the Independent Order of 
Odd Fellows, of the State of California or- 
dains the following Constitution of Subordinate 
Lodges under its jurisdiction : 

ARTICLE I. 

Section 1. This Lodge shall consist of at least 
five members, including one qualified to preside at 
its meetings, to be hailed and entitled Red Bluff 
Lodge, No. 76, Independent Order of Odd Fellows, 
of California, holding a legal and unreclaimed 
Charter, granted or sanctioned by the Grand Lodge 
of the Independent Order of Odd Fellows of the

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State of California. It cannot voIuntaril 3 r surren- 
der its Charter, or dissolve, so long as five brothers 
in good standing object thereto. 

ARTICLE II. 

OP MEMBERSHIP. 

Section 1. All candidates for initiation must be 
free white males, of the age of twenty-one years 
and upward, of sound health, of good moral char- 
acter and industrious habits, having some known 
respectable means of support, and believe in the 
existence of a Supreme Being, the Creator and 
Preserver of the Universe, and be proposed in* the 
Lodge nearest his residence, except that Lodge 
grant permission for his joining another Lodge ; 
provided, that application for membership may be 
made to any Lodge nearest the residence of the 
applicant, in the same county or district. A per- 
son may be admitted to any Lodge in the city or 
village in which he resides; but all candidates for 
initiation must reside in this jurisdiction, except 
such candidates as may apply from other States or 
Territories where there is no Grand Lodge or Dis- 
trict Deputy Grand Sire located. 

Sec. 2. All candidates for membership by de- 
posit of card, or certificates of dismissal, or as 
Ancient Odd Fellows, whose cards or certificates 
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of dismissal have been granted more than twelve 
months, shall deposit their cards or certificates 
with their proposition, or furnish satisfactory evi- 
dence that such card or certificate has been lo3t. 

Sec. 3. No suspended or expelled member of £ 
the Order can be admitted to membership in this 
Lodge, except on a dismissal certificate, or on 
being reinstated and receiving a withdrawal card 
from the Lodge wiiich suspended or expelled him, 
or from the Grand Secretary, as prescribed by law. 

Sec. 4. A non-afiiliated Odd Fellow, who has £) 
been regular^ 7 initiated in the Order, and has 
retained membership therein for at least five con- 
secutive years, and who at the time of making 
application for reinstatement or membership shal l 
be over fitty years of age, may be admitted to 
membership in this Lodge, as a non-beneficial 
member, upon such terms as the By-Laws may 
prescribe, by presenting a petition as required 
under Section I, of Article III, for proposals for 
rnomlHWship by initiation, which shall be disposed 
ot according to said Section. 

Sec. 5. When an application for membership Q 
is received from a person residing nearer to another 
Lodge than the one to whieh the application is 
made, the Lodge receiving such application shall 
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communicate the fact to the Lodge nearest the res- 
idence of such applicant, and shall inquire whether 
such person*is a lit and proper person to be ad- 
mitted into our Order, and it in the same county 
or district, shall also ask the consent of such Lodge 
to receive and act upon such application ; and it 
shall take no further action upon such application 
until an answer is received to such communication. 
The Lodge receiving such communication shall 
appoint a committee of three to investigate the 
character, standing and health of the petitioner, in 
the same manner as if the application was made 
directly* to such Lodge. Such committee shall 
report at the next regular meeting- ol the Lodge, 
and a certified copy of the report, together wjjt h a 
certified copy of the minutes showing the action of 
the Lodge upon the request for consent to receive 
and act upon the application (if such consent was 
necessary), shall be forthwith forwarded to the 
Lodge in which such application is filed, and said 
last named Lodge may then proceed upon such 
application as in other eases, except that, if it be a 
case where the consent of the other Lodge is nec- 
essary, and that consent be refused, the petitioner’s 
money (if any has been paid) shall be returned, 
and no further action shall be had in the premises. 
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ARTICLE III. 

OF PROPOSITIONS FOR MEMBERSHIP. 

Section 1 . The name of a person offered for 7 
membership, with the age, residence, and occupa- 
tion, must be proposed by a member in writing, 
signed b3>- the applicant, with the names of two 
persons as references attached, and entered upon 
the record, and forthwith be referred to a commit- 
tee of three members for investigation, who shall 
report at the next, succeeding regular meeting 
unless extraordinary circumstances prevent, when 
the candidate may be balloted for with ball ballots, 
and it less than three black balls appear, the can- 
didate shall be declared elected ; but if three or 
more appear he shall be declared rejected. 

Sec. 2. No reconsideration of an unfavorable 8 
ballot can be had, unless all the brothers, who may 
cast black balls against an applicant for member- 
ship, voluntarily make a motion for a reconsider- 
tion of the ballot; provided , snch reconsideration 
be had within four regular meeting nights next 
succeeding such rejection ; and in such case the 
vote on the reconsideration shall be taken by ball 
ballots, and if the balls cast be in favor of it, the 
reconsideration shall be had ; whereupon the ap- 
plication shall lie over till the succeeding 
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meeting, when another ballot shall be had with 
ball ballots, and if the same be unanimously in 
favor of the applicant, he shall thereby be elected ; 
but if one or more black balls appear in either bal- 
lot, the applicant shall be rejected ; and in no case 
shall a reconsideration be had, except upon a vol- 
untary motion of all those who cast black balls; 
and never more than one motion for a reconsider- 
ation in the same case shall be allowed. A favor- 
able balloting can be reconsidered at any meeting 
prior to the admission ot the candidate; provided , a 
majority of the members present agree thereto. 

9 Sec. 3. When a (candidate for initiation has 
been rejected, notice thereof shall be sent without 
delay to the R. W. Grand Secretary, and to all the 
Lodges in the county and district, and he cannot 
be proposed again in any Lodge for the space ot 
one year after such rejection. All other applica- 
tions for membership may be renewed at any time. 

10 Sec. 4. No proposition can be withdrawn after 
being referred to a committee, unless by consent 
of two-thirds of the members present at a regular 
meeting, and before the report of the committee 
has been read to the Lodge. 

11 Sec. 5. If any person shall gain admittance to 
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any Lodge upon a petition containing any false 
representations, he shall be expelled. 

Sec. G. In ease the name of any member of the ] 
Order shall at any time appear — upon memorial 
duly presented by him — not to be his correct 
name, the Lodge may, upon notiee duly made 
therefor, order such name changed upon the re- 
cords of the Lodge to his true name ; provided a ^ 
motion therefor shall be submitted in writing at 
least two weeks prior to action thereon ; and pro- 
vided, further, that two-thirds of the members pre- 
sent at the meeting of the Lodge consent thereto, 
and the Secretary shall report such action to the 
R. W. Grand Secretary, who shall report the same 
to all the Lodges in this jurisdiction. 

ARTICLE IV. 

OF FEES, DUES AND BENEFITS. 

Section 1. The fees and dues of this Lodge \ 
shall not be less than fifteen dollars for initiation, 
five dollars for admission by card, ten dollars for 
an Ancient Odd Fellow, five dollars for eaeh de- 
gree to the Lodge Fund, and such amount of dues 
to the Lodge Fund as shall be determined by the 
By-Laws : in addition to which the Lodge may, by 
its By-Laws, provide for a Widows’, Orphans’., and 
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Education fund, and Funeral Tax, and for extra- 
ordinary assessments for Lodge purposes. 

Sec. 2. Every member, qualified as required 
by the By-Laws, shall, in case of being disabled 
by sickness or bodily injury from following his 
usual occupation, or otherwise earning a liveli- 
hood, be entitled to and may receive from the 
funds of the Lodge, sneh weekly benefits as may 
be fixed by law, which in no case shall be less than 
one dollar per week for members of the Initiate ; 
two dollars per week for members of the first and 
second degrees; three dollars per week for mem- 
bers of the third and fourth degrees; and four dol- 
lars per week for members who have attained the 
fifth or Scarlet degree. All such benefits shall 
commence within six months from the date of 
admission to membership. 

Sec. 3. In case of the death of a member, qual- 
ified as in the last section, there shall be allowed 
from the Lodge not less than thirty dollars to 
defray the expenses of the burial, to be paid by 
the X. G. on account of the funeral; provided, the 
brother be buried by the Order, or by the family 
of the deceased. In the absence of competent 
relations, the N. G. shall take charge of the funeral 
and render an account of the disbursements. 
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Sec, 4. The funeral and sick benefits shall be 1G 
regulated by the By-Laws of the Lodge, and all 
orders drawn for the above benefits shall be by 
vote of the Lodge. 

ARTICLE. V. 

OP DEGREES. 

Section 1. A member who has been in mem- j J 
bership one month shall be eligible for degrees, 
but shall not be elected to more than three degrees 
at the same meeting, unless a dispensation be 
obtained therefor from the Grand Master or his 
Deputy for the District. 

Sec. 2. Application for election to any of the |g 
five subordinate degrees shall be accompanied with 
the amount required therefor, and shall be pre- 
sented to the Lodge when open in that order of 
business, if so provided for in its Rules of Order; 
if not, then in the Order of New Business; and 
when the Lodge has regularly closed it shall then 
forthwith open in the degrees applied for, begin- 
ning with the lowest, and ballot upon the applica- 
tion, and if not more than two black balls be east, 
and the Lodge does not confer the degrees upon 
its own members, a certificate shall be given the 
applicant, addressed to a Degree Lodge, or officer 
authorized to confer degrees, located or resid.ng in 
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this District, showing that he is a member of this 
Lodge, and has been authorized by a ballot of the 
members of said degrees of this Lodge to received 
them. 

ARTICLE VI. 

OP OFFICERS. 

19 Section 1 . The elective officers of this Lodge 
shall consist of a N. G., V. G., Secretary and Treas- 
urer, who shall serve a regular term each, and the 
Lodge may elect a Permanent Secretary for the 
same time, or for one year, to take charge of the 
accounts between the Lodge and its members. 

20 Sec. 2. The appointed officers shall consist of a 
W., Conductor, O. G., I. G., R. S. to N. G., L. S. to 
N. G., R. S. to V. G., L. S. to V. G., and R. and L. 
S. S., who shall each serve a regular term ; and 
the Lodge may also appoint a Chaplain for a reg- 
ular term. 

21 Sec. 3. No member shsll be installed as N. G. 
unless he has served a term as V. G., or the last of 
a term to till a vacancy; nor as V* G., unless he 
has served twenty-six weeks in an inferior office 
other than Permanent Secretary and Chaplain; 
that service in office, whether elective or appointed, 
is qualifying in any other Lodge as well as in this 
Lodge, providing a brother has a certifictte to lhat 
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effect under seal of a Lodge in good standing ; pro- 
vided , that any Scarlet member may be elected if 
all qualified brothers refuse to serve, and a dispen- 
sation being granted by the M. W. Grand Master, 
Deputy Grand Master, or Deputy of the District, 
previous to the election. 

Sec. 4. Ail elective officers, Warden, Outside 22 
Guardian and Inside Guardian, shall be clear of 
all pecuniary charges on the books, and have 
attained the Scarlet Degree previous to installation. 

Sec. 5. Nominations for elective officers shall 
be made only on the two meetings immediately 
preceding that of a regular election, except when 
the nominees for an office all decline. 

Sec. 6. Officers shall be elected at the last reg- 23 
ular meeting in each term, and be installed at the 
first regular meeting in the new term : provided , 
the installing officer be present; if absent, the 
Lodge may, by vote, defer it for one week, or call 
a special meeting for the purpose at the request of 
the District Deputy Grand Master. 

Sec. 7. Any officer absenting himsolf from the 24 
Lodge for three successive meetings, except in ease 
of siekness, or any officer, for misconduct or neg- 
lect as such, may be removed by a vote of two- 
thirds of the members voting at the next meeting 
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after a resolution therefor has been offered in the 
Lodge. 

n r Sec. 8. Vacancies in any elective office may be, 

Z 0 

filled by the Lodge, by nomination and election 
at the next regular meeting after nominating ; and 
until so filled, the N. G. shall appoint a member to 

* the office, pro tern. 

20 Sec. 9 . The duties of the various officers shall 
be as laid down in the charges of office, and as 
specified by this Constitution and the By-Laws of 
the Lodge. 

27 Sec. 10. The N. G., or officer acting as such, 
shall appoint the majority, and the V. G., or offi- 
cer acting as such, the minority of all committees 
on candidates or charges. 

20 Sec. 11. The Lodge, at any regular meeting, 
within two months previous to the second Tuesday 
in May, of each year, shall elect one Representa- 
tive to the Grand Lodge for its members of fifty or 
under; also, one Representative for every fifty 
members over and above said first number of fifty, 
and one lor every fraction exceeding thirty mem- 
bers in good standing, as shown by its report on 
the 31st day of December of the previous year. 
The date of such election having been fixed by 
vote of the Lodge at least one week prior thereto. 
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Sec. 12. No member holding an office relating to 
the management or disbursement of Lodge funds, 
shall be eligible to any other office of similar char- 
acter, in the same Lodge, during the term of office 
to which he was first elected. 

ARTICLE VII. 

OF PENALTIES AND T1UALK. 

Section 1. — Clause 1. Any member neglecting or 
refusing to make payment of his dues or demands 
against him to the Lodge, according to its By-Laws, 
for the space of eleven months, shall be notified by 
the Lodge, in writing, of the state of his account ; 
if his account still remains unsettled, the fact of his 
dues and demands against him being so in arrears 
and unpaid shall be announced in open Lodge, at the 
last two regular meetings previous to the time he 
would be twelve months in arrears, and. if his account 
still remains unsettled, he shall, when he is twelve 
months in arrears, be suspended from active to dor- 
mant membership, and so declared by the Noble 
Grand : provided, that no person shall cease to be an 
active member under this section, while charges are 
pending against him. and provided, that a member 
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may pay a sufficient portion of the amount due to 
avoid such suspension. 

Clause 2. Any member suspended from active to 
dormant membership for non-payment of dues may 
be reinstated in the Lodge from which he was sus- 
pended. bv paying the amount of one year's dues, and 
by receiving a vote of a majority of the members 
present: a motion to that effect having been laid over 
two weeks. 

Clause 8 . A member suspended from active to 
dormant membership for non-payment of dues, and 
who makes application for reinstatement and for a 
withdrawal card for the purpose of uniting with 
another Lodge in this jurisdiction, may be reinstated 
and granted a filial card at any time within five years 
from the date of suspension, upon the payment of one 
year's dues and the usual price of a card. 

Clause 1. A member, after being suspended

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in tliis jurisdiction for non-payment of dues for 
the space of five years, wishing to join a Lodge in 
this jurisdiction, shall be entitled to receive, and 
the Lodge shall grant him, upon proper applica- 
tion, a dismissal certificate, upon the receipt ot one 
dollar. 

Clause 5. A member suspended from mem- 
bership in this jurisdiction for non-payment of 
dues, wishing to regain membership in another 
jurisdiction, shall, upon proper application, be 
entitled to receive from the Lodge from which he 
was so suspended, a dismissal certificate, upon the 
payment to said Lodge of one dollar. 

Clause 6. In all cases, wheu a member has 
been suspended for non-payment of dues, and his 
Lodge has refused to reinstate him, he shall, upon 
proper application, be entitled to receive, and the 
Lodge shall grant, a dismissal certificate, upon the 
receipt therefor ot one dollar. 

Clause 7. Dismissal certificates may be re- 
ceived from the holders thereof, on application for 
membership in Subordinate Lodges, in the same 
manner and with the same effect as withdrawal 
cards ; and applications made on such certificates 
shall be received and acted on in like manner as 
upon withdrawal cards. But the holders of such 
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certificates shall in no case be allowed to visit 
thereon. 

37 .Clause 8 . The certificates named in this sec- 
tion shall be only those provided by the Grand 
Secretary of the G. L. U. S. 

Sec. 2 Any member who shall violate any of 
the principles of the Order, or offend against the 
Constitution, By-Laws or Rules of Order of this 
Lodge, shall be fined, reprimanded, suspended or 
expelled, as the By-Laws may direct or the Lodge 
determiue. 

30 Sec. 3. Every member shall be entitled to a 
fair trial for any offense involving reprimand, sus- 
pension or expulsion. No member shall be put 
upou trial, unless charges duly specifying the 
offense, so as fully to apprize him of the nature 
thereof, and to enable him to prepare for his 
defense, shall be submitted to the Lodge, in writ- 
ing, and signed by a member of a Lodge within 
this jurisdiction, and a copy thereof, under seal of 
the Lodge, be served upon him. 

40 Sec. 4. Such charges shall be referred to a com- 
mittee of five members, who shall, if possible, be 
ohosen from the peers of the accused. Such com- 
mittee shall, without unnecessary delay, summon 
the parties and try the case. They shall keep full 
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minutes ot‘ the evidence and of their proceedings, 
and report the same to the Lodge, with their ver- 
dict. It a witness be a member of the Order, ho 
shall give his evidence on the honor of an Odd 
Fellow : if he be not a member, then on oath or 
affirmation, and the proceedings must state that 
such obligation or oath was administered. No 
testimony shall be taken without notice or oppor- 
tunity for cross-examination by the opposing party. 
LTpon the report beiug made, notice thereof shall 
forthwith be given, by the Secretary, to t^ie party 
against whom the verdict is rendered, and he shall 
have two weeks in which to file his exceptions. If 
no exceptions are filed within two weeks, the 
Lodge shall proceed to pronounce judgment upon 
the verdict, and affix the penalty. An appeal from 
the judgment of the Lodge may be taken at any 
time within two weeks thereafter, to the Grand 
Lodge: and if no such appeal is taken, the judg_ 
ment of the Lodge shall be final. When a bill of 
exceptions to the report of the committee is filed, 
as above provided, the Lodge may determine upon 
its merits, and either sustain the report of the com- 
mittee, or refer the same back to the same or 
another committee, or grant a new trial. If the 
Lodge deems the exceptions not well taken, it shall 
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proceed to pronounce its judgment and affix the 
penalty. 

41 Sec. 5. If the accused refuse or neglect to stand 
trial, when duly summoned, the committee shall 
report him guilty o 1 contempt of the Lodge, which 
report shall be conclusive, and the punishment 
shall be expulsion. 

42 Sec. 6. If a specific penalty for an offense be 
provided in the Constitution and By-Laws, the N. 
G. shall enforce it. If none be so provided, the 
Lodge shall decide by paper ballot whether the 
penalty shall be expulsion, suspension, or repri- 
mand and fine. During the ballot the accused 
brother shall withdraw from the Lodge-room. If 
upon the ballot it shall appear that two-thirds of 
the ballots are cast for expulsion, such shall be the 
penalty ; if two-thirds of the ballots are cast for sus- 
pension, suspension shall be the penalty, and the 
Lodge shall proceed to fix the duration of sucli 
suspension. If neither expulsion nor suspension 
is determined as the penalty, as above provided, 
then the penalty shall either be reprimand, fine, or 
both; if fine is determine upon, then the Lodge 
shall affix the amount, not exceeding ten dollars ; 
if reprimand is decided upon, the accused shall be 
reprimanded in open Lodge by the acting Noble 
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Grand. No ballot held under this section shall be 
reconsidered. All fines imposed under this sec- 
tion shall be charged to his account, and consid- 
ered, in determining his standing in the Lodge, as 
dues; and when the fine thus imposed, added to 
his dues, bring him under the penalty ol Section 
1, of this Article, he shall be notified, and allowed 
the usual time to make payment. In all cases, if 
he ceases to be a member, upon reinstatement he 
shall pay the whole amount of the fines and dues. 

Sec. 7. When a member shall be subject to the 
penalty of reprimand, he shall be summoned to 
attend at some regular meeting, to be fixed by the 
N. G., to be reprimanded from the chair of the N. 
G. ; and until he so attend and be reprimanded, he 
shall be suspended from all benefits and privileges 
of membership. 

Sec. 8. Notice of all suspensions, expulsions, 
rejections and reinstatements, and of brothers who 
have eeased to be members in accordance with Sec- 
tion 1 of this Article, shall forthwith be forwarded 
to every Lodge in the county, and to the Subordi- 
nate Encampment of which the Lodge shall have 
been notified of such brother having become a 
member; and also the R. W. Grand Secretary, 
who shall at the end of each quarter forward the 
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same to all the Lodges in the State, and also to the 

K. W. Grand Scribe of the Grand Encampment of 

California. 

Sec. 9. An expelled member can be reinstated 
only after a proposition, reference, and election by 
ballot, as in the case of a newly proposed member. 
A brother suspended for any cause may be rein- 
stated on the removal of the canse or the expira- 
tion of the term for which he was suspended, with- 
out action of the Lodge, and the N. G. shall 
declare in open Lodga his being reinstated. 

Sec. 10. Any member intending to appeal from 
the action of the Lodge, either in a decision of law, 
or where charges have been preferred, shall file 
with the Secretary a notice of his appeal and the 
grounds thereof; upon which the Secretary shall 
forthwith send the notice or a true copy of the 
same, together with a certified copy of all charges, 
reports, evidence and proceedings of the Lodge, 
relating to the case to the D. D. G. M. 

ARTICLE VI n. 

OF FUNDS AND PROPERTY. 

Section 1. The funds and property of this 
Lodge shall be held exclusively as a Trust Fund, 
to be devoted to no other purpose than the chari- 
table uses of the I. O. O. F. and expenditures legiti. 
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mately made for Lodge purposes and the advance- 
ment of the interests of the Lodge or Order. The 
funds may be invested from time to time as the 
Lodge shall direct, but no part thereof, or the 
Lodge property, or of the proceeds of any sales of 
such property, shall ever be divided among the 
members ; and in case of a surrender or forfeiture 
of the Lodge Charter, all the funds and property 
of the Lodge, of whatsoever kind, shall be imme- 
diately surrendered and delivered up to the R. W. 
Grand Lodge of this jurisdiction, or to its officers 
or agents properly authorized to receive them. 


ARTICLE IX. 

OF OFFENSES. 

Section I. No member of this Lodge shall be 
concerned in organizing or visiting any illegal, 
spurious, expelled, extinct or suspended Lodge of 
Odd Fellows; or receive or put any motion from the 
chair of the N. G., unless he be a present or past N. 
G. or V. G. ; except that the R. S. to N. G., when 
occupying the chair of the X. G. temporarily may 
entertain a motion, put the question and declare 
the result. 

Sec. 2. This Lodge shall not have a public pro- 
cession, unless to attend the funeral of a member, 
or have any public celebration of any kind, or get 
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up any ball or public amusement in the name of 
the Order, or admit to membership any member 
of an expelled or extinct Lodge, or reinstate an 
expelled or suspended member of this Lodge, 
without permission of the Grand Master. 

Sec. 3. No member ot this Lodge shall exhibit 
or in any way use, for business purposes, or upon 
his business card or sign, any emblem of the Or- 
der, nor any name by which this Order or any of 
its branches are known. And no member of this 
Lodge shall become or continue a member or offi- 
cer of any association or corporation using such 
emblem or name for business purposes. Any 
member violating any of the provisions of this 
section shall, upon conviction therefor, be suspen- 
ded for not less than one year, or expelled, as the 
Lodge may determine. The provisions of this 
section shall not apply to corporations or associa- 
tions now existing, nor to Hall, Cemetery, or Mu- 
tual Aid associations hereafter to be formed. 

ARTICLE X. 

OF TERMS AND RETURNS. 

Section 1. All terms shall commence on the 
first day of January and July in each year, and 
end on the day on which the succeeding one com- 


mences. 
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Sec. 2. The officers for the term about expiring 5 2 
shall prepare and deliver to the officers who shall 
ins: all their successors, the result of the elections, 
and a report of the work of the term, including the 
names of those admitted, whether by initiation, by 
card, as an Ancient Odd Fellow ; or by Dismissal 
Certificate, together with their age, nativity, occu- 
pation and rank; also, those suspended and ex- 
pelled, and the cause thereof, those reinstated and 
deceased; the number of certificates for degrees 
granted; the whole number in membership and 
the amount of receipts, accompanied b\ r whatever 
amount may be due to the Grand Lodge. 

Sec. 3. In addition to the above, the officers for 53 
the term expiring on the first meeting in January, 
shall annually make to the Grand Lodge a full 
return of the members of the Lodge (except such 
as are more than one year in arrears, or have been 
expelled), ranked according to the dogrees attained, 
and a statement of the number of members relieved 
in the past year ; the number of widowed families 
relieved; the number of members buried; the num- 
ber of sisters buried ; the amount of money applied 
to each of these purposes ; the amount paid for the 
education of orphans; the amount of money in the 
Treasury ; amount of Widows’ and Orphans’ Fund ; 
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amount and nature of investments ; amount paid 

for charity, and amount paid for current expenses. 

54 Sec. 4. Should this Lodge fail to make any of 
its returns, as required by the two preceding sec- 
tions, for one year, it shall thereby forfeit its char- 
ter and become extinct ; and it shall be the duty 
of the G. M. or D. I). G. M. to withhold the A. T. 
P. W. and semi-annual P. W., until such returns 
are made, and the amount due the Grand Lodge 
paid. And it shall be the duty of the last installed 
officers to transmit or surrender to the Grand Mas- 
ter or his Deputy, the charter, books, papers, fur- 
niture, and funds of the Lodge. 

ARTICLE XI. 

OF CARDS. 

55 Section 1. Withdrawal Cards may be granted 
to members who are clear of the books, according 
to law, by a majority vote, by ballot, of the mem- 
bers present when application is made. Should 
the Lodge refuse to grant the card, the applicant, 
on tendering a written resignation of membership 
and paying all dues, shall be entitled to receive 
from the Secretary, a certificate, under seal of the 
Lodge to that effect ; and such certificate shall be 
sufficient evidence of good standing at the time ot 
such resignation. 
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Sec 2. Visiting Cards shall bo applied for in 
open Lodge, and the dues must bo paid up to the 
time for which the card is to be granted. 


ARTICLE XII. 

Section 1. When any doubt arises of the true 
meaning of any part of these Articles, it shall be 
determined by the Grand Lodge. 


Sec. 2. These Articles, or any part thereof, 
shall not be altered, amended, suspended, or 
annulled, except on motion made in the Grand 
Lodge, at a regular session. 
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ARTICLE XIII. 

OF BY-LAWS. 

Section 1. This Lodge may make, alter or ^ 
rescind such By-Laws, Rules and Resolutions from 
time to time, as may be deemed expedient ; pro- 
vided, that they do not in any wise contravene this 
Constitution, or the Constitution, By-Laws or Reg- 
ulations of the Grand Lodge of the State of Cali- 
fornia, or of the United States. 

Sec. 2. The By-Laws of this Lodge are in force 
from the time of their adoption, subject to the 
approval of the Grand Lodge; and the manuscript 
copy of such By-Laws shall, before being printed. 
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be transmitted to the Grand Secretary, to be sub- 
mitted to the Committee on Laws of Subordinates 
for their approval.

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ARTICLE I. 


MEETINGS. 

Section 1. This Lodge shall assemble on Tues- 
day evening of each week, for the transaction of 
business. Special meetings may be called by the 
N. G., by a vote of the Lodge, or at the request of 
five members ; and no business shall be transacted 
only what is contained in said notice. 

Sec. 2. The hour of meeting shall be seven 
o’clock during the months of January, February, 
November and December, and at half past seven 
o’clock during the months of March, April, Sep- 
tember and October, and at eight o’clock during 
the months of May, June, July and August. 

Sec. 3. The Lodge shall be opened within ten 
minutes of the time specified ; and in the absence 
of the N. G. and V. G., the Senior P. G. shall pre- 
side. 
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64 Sec. 4. At all meetings five members shall 
constitute a quorum for the transaction of business. 

ARTICLE II. 

ELECTIVE OFFICERS 

65 The elective officers of this Lodge shall consist 
of those enumerated in Sec. 1, of Art. VI, in the 
Constitution, who shall be chosen separately by a 
majority of the valid votes cast ; there shall also be 
elected annually at the regular election in Decem- 
ber, a Permanent Secretary ; and one Trustee, to 
servo for three years ; provided , that at the election 
of officers in December, a. d. 1878, there shall be 
three Trustees elected who shall cast lots to ascer- 
tain who shall serve for one, two and three years. 

ARTICLE III. 

ELECTIONS, ETC. 

Q0 Section 1. At the regular elections of officers, 
and after the disposal of the usual business of the 
Lodge, the N. G. will appoint two Tellers to receive 
and canvass the votes ; the P. S. shall then proceed 
to call the names of the members who are entitled 
to vote ; the members shall, when their names are 
called, rise and proceed to hand their votes to the 
Tellers; after all the brothers present who are 
qualified shall have voted, the polls shall be closed, 
and no vote shall be received thereafter ; the Tell- 
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ers shall then canvass the poll and announce the 
result to the N. G.; should there be more ballots 
than votes, the balloting shall bo void and a new 
one held. 


Sec. 2. The Tellers shall count all the votes 
cast, including blanks, as part of the poll, and votes 
for persons not in regular nomination shall be con- 
sidered as blanks. 

Sec. 3. A majority of all the votes cast shall bo 
required to electa candidate. If there be no choice 
on the first ballot, the balloting shall be continued 
until an election be effected, dropping at each bal- 
loting the candidate receiving the lowest number 
of votes. 
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Sec. 4. All vacancies shall bo filled in the man- 
ner prescribed in Art. VI, Sec. 8, of the Constitu- 
tion. The officers elected to fill vacancies shall 
serve the remainder of the term. 


ARTICLE IV. 


INSTALLATION OF OFFICERS. 


If any elective officer shall fail to appear at tho 
appointed time for installation, his election, unless 
he has been prevented by sickness, or gives some 
other satisfactory reason, shall be declared void, 
and a new election shall be held, and in such case 
the Lodge may postpone the installation of said 
officer. 
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ARTICLE V. 

OFFICERS AND THEIR DUTIES.— N. G 
It shall be the duty of the N. G. to take his seat 
at the appointed time for opening the Lodge, and 
proceed with the business in the order as herein- 
after provided : to see that all officers perforin their 
respectsve duties ; that the members of committees 
both standing and special, act with prudence and 
integrity, and that all preserve order in accordance 
with the Constitution and By-Laws, and pay due 
respect to the authority of the Grand Lodge ; it 
shall be his duty to appoint all officers and com- 
mittees not otherwise provided for; to give the 
casting vote on every question (except in balloting 
for officers), when the vote of the Lodge is equally 
divided ; to inspect and announce the result of bal- 
lotings and other votes of the Lodge ; to sign all 
orders drawn on the Treasurer, for all sums voted 
by the Lodge; to sign all documents and papers 
that may require his signature to authenticate them; 
to decide all points of order, subject however, to an 
appeal to the Lodge; and to perform all duties 
appertaining to his office ; previous to closing, he 
shall ascertain of the P. S. the amount of the 
receipts of the evening, and of the Treasurer if he 
has received the same ; he shall also, immediately 
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upon his installation, appoint (with the consent and 
approval of the Lodge) a Finance and Room Com- 
mittee. 

ARTICLE VI. 

DUTIES OF THE V. G. 

The V. G. shall assist the N. G. in the perform- 
ance of his duties ; appoint his own Supporters, 
and may have charge of the door, subject to the 
N. G., and shall perform such other duties as are 
required of him ; and in the absence of the N. G. 
he shall preside. 
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ARTICLE VII. 

DUTIES OF TIIE RECORDING SECRETARY. 

The R. S. shall have charge of the seal of the 
Lodge, and affix the same to all official communi- 
cations and documents when the same is required ; 
he shall keep the Black Book, and insert the names 
in the proper place; hh shall keep a true and ac- 
curate account of the transactions of the Lodge; 
keep properly filed and endorsed all documents 
appertaining thereto; write all communications 
not otherwise ordered ; sign all drafts ordered paid 
at a regular meeting; fill up all cards and certifi- 
cates, and issue all summonses and notices re- 
quired ; in the event of his absence the N. G. shall 
appoint a R. S. pro tem. He shall enter all com- 
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munications from the Grand Lodge upon the min- 
utes; he shall endorse upon all petitions for mem- 
bership, the name of the applicant and Committee 
of Investigation, and forthwith hand the same to 
the chairman of said committee; he shall have 
authority to give, without a vote of the Lodge 
(provided the brother be clear of the books, and 
otherwise qualified) the required certificate to en- 
able a brother to join an Encampment; he shall 
have power to procure such stationery from time 
to time, as shall be required for the use of the 
Lodge; he shall receive as compensation therefor, 
the sum of two dollars per meeting ; provided , that 
the duties of the office are performed to the satis- 
faction of the Lodge. 

ARTICLE VIII. 

THE PERMANENT SECRETARY. 

The P. S. shall regularly attend each meeting; 
keep just and faithful accounts between the Lodge 
and its members; receive all moneys due, and pay 
the same at the close of each meeting to the 
Treasurer, taking his receipt for the same; he shall, « 
one month previous to the expiration of each term 
notify every member who is five months in arrears ; 
he shall also notify every member who is eleven 
mouths in arrears ; he shall keep a book contain- 
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ing blank notices properly margined, with the 
name of the brother addressed, date, and amount 
of arrears, to which he shall sign his name ; he 
shall have a ledger, journal, and ca<di book, keep- 
ing the former regularly posted every quarter; he 
shall keep a list of the members elected to the 
degrees, with the date of election and name of 
degree ; he shall, at the close of the term, assist the 
R. S. in making out the regular report to the Grand 
Lodge ; render an exact account of the state of his 
books, together with a list of those indebted to the 
Lodge twelve months, and members entitled to 
vote at regular elections for officers, which shall 
be in possession of the presiding officer, to be 
examined by him as their names are called ; ho 
shall endorse all cards of visiting brothers ; for his 
services he shall receive fifty cents per meeting; 
provided , the duties of the office are performed to 
the satisfaction of the Lodge. ^ 

ARTICLE IX. 

TREASURER. 

The Treasurer, prior to his installation, shall 
execute to the Trustees a legal bond, in sufficient 
penalty, with at least two sureties, to be approved 
by the Lodge, for the faithful performance of his 
duties; he shall receive and safely keep the moneys 
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and funds of the Lodge; he shall pay all drafts 
duly attested by the N. G. and R. S.; file all bills, 
orders and drafts as vouchers, and make a report 
at the first regular meeting in each quarter of the 
receipts, expenditures, and balance on hand; and 
at the end of each term he shall have his accounts 
closed, and submit a full statement thereof to the 
Lodge. His books shall be opened for the inspec- 
tion of the N. G., and all committees appointed by 
the Lodge to examine them, and shall render all 
necessary assistance in the examination of his 
accounts by such committees ; at the next regular 
meeting after the term of office shall expire, he 
shall deliver to his successor in office, or whoever 
the Lodge may appoint, all moneys, books and 
other property in his hands belonging to the 
Lodge. 

ARTICLE X. 

TRUSTEES. 

The Trustees shall, prior to entering upon the 
discharge of their duties, give a joint and several 
bond, to the Lodge, with two or more sureties, to 
be approved by the Lodge, in such sum as it may 
require, for the faithful performance of their duties; 
they shall hold in trust for the Lodge, all moneys, 
notes, bonds and other property belonging to the 
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Lodge, and shall make such disposition of the 
same, from time to time, as a two-thirds vote of 
all legal votes cast may direct; a resolution for 
that purpose having been proposed at a regular 
meeting, one week prior to its adoption ; and per- 
form such olher duties as the safety and interest 
of the property of the Lodge may require; they 
shall collect all interest, dividends and incomes ot 
every kind, on all property of the Lodge when 
they become due, and pay the same over to the P. 
S., taking his receipt for the same ; they shall keep 
a book, in which they shall enter in full a correct 
account of all motievs, notes, and other property 
received by them belonging to the Lodge, and 
what disposition they have made of the same ; if 
widows and orphans of deceased brothers require 
assistance, they shall investigate the subject, and 
report the circumstances to the Lodge. The orphan 
of any deceased member o: the Lodge in good 
standing at the the time of his decease, (not other- 
wise provided for) shall be under their charge; 
they shall have especial care of the property and 
furniture of this Lodge, and shall appoint the Jan- 
itor (who shall be responsible to the Trustees for 
the faithful performance of his duties, and receive 
such compensation as the Lodge may determine) ; 
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at the end of each term they shall report all busi- 
ness transacted by them during the term ; and at 
the expiration of their term of office, they shall 
turn over to their successors, as the Lodge may 
direct, all books, papers, and property of every 
kind in their possession belonging to the Lodge; 
they may be removed from office for negleet of 
duty, after a fair trial, by a two-thirds vote of all 
members present ; after a motion to that purpose 
has laid over one week before its adoption. 

ARTICLE XI. 

WARDEN. 

The W., assisted by the O. G., shall have charge 
of the regalia and property of the Lodge, and shall 
report to the N. G. any injury done to the same. 
They shall place the regalia for the use of the offi- 
cers and members, at the opening of the Lodge, 
and at its close, carefully collect and replace it ; 
the Warden shall canvass all votes on motions and 
resolutions ; he shall be the messenger of the 
Lodge during its meetings, and perform such other 
duties as may be required by the Lodge. 

ARTICLE XII. 

FINANCE COMMITTEE. 

The Finance Committee shall consist of three 
Scarlet Degree members ; it shall be their duty to 
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examine all claims against tlie Lodge, and all 
accounts referred to them, and report thereon in 
writing over their signature; also, to inspect and 
audit the accounts of the P. S., Treasurer, Trustees 
and all other officers or committees who may bo 
charged with the receipts and expenditures of the 
funds of the Lodge, and report in writing on the 
same, at the first regular meeting in each term, 
and whenever required by the Lodge. 

ARTICLE XIII. 

VISITING COMMITTER. 

Section 1. The N. G., V. G., Treasurer, R. and s-y 
L. S. to N. G., and R. and L. S. to V. G., shall con- 
stitute a Visiting Committee, whose duty it shall 
be to visit the sick, within twenty-four hours after 
receiving information of such sickness, (if within 
seven miles of this Lodge), and continue to render 
them such assistance as the By-Laws provide; 
each member of this committee shall visit on his 
respective day, as follows : Tuesday, N. G. ; Wed- 
nesday, Treasurer, with any benefits that may have 
been voted, which must be given to the brother 
himself; Thursday, V. G. ; Friday, R. S. to V. G. ; 
Saturday, L. S. to V. G. ; Sunday, R. S. to N. G.; 
Monday, L. S. to N. G. 

Sec. 2. If circumstances require it, the N. G. gQ 
shall uotify two of the members, to attend a sick 
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member during the night, and to render such 
assistance as may be in their power ; provided , 
always, that the disease be not contagious, infec- 
tious) or dangerous to others ; in which case the 
committee shall, if necessary, employ a nurse, to 
be paid from the funds of the Lodge. 

81 Sec. S. The N. G., as chairman of the Visiting 
Committee, shall report to the Lodge at each regu- 
lar meeting, the condition of all sick brothers, the 
amount of benefits due each, if any, also the names 
of members of the Visiting Committee, who may 
refuse or neglect to perform their duty. 

ARTICLE XIV. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

g2 -A. person desirous of becoming a member of this 
Lodge, by initiation, must be a resident within the 
jurisdiction of this Lodge during six months, next 
preceding the date of his application, and strictly 
comply with Articles II and III, of the Constitu- 
tion. 

ARTICLE XV. 

DEGREES. 

Section 1. All brothers desirous of obtaining 

qo 

00 any of the Degrees, must comply with Sections 1 
and 2, of Article V, of the Constitution. 
g4 Sec. 2. Every Scarlet Degree member of this 
Order, in good standing, may have the Degree of 
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Rebekah conferred upon hi in ; provided , it bo at a 
special meeting, called for that purpose, to have 
the degree conferred upon the wife of a Scarlet 
member ; application must be made at a regular 
meeting of the Lodge, previous to the special meet- 
ing, appointed for that purpose. 

ARTICLE XVI. 

CARDS. 

When a brother desires a Visiting or Withdrawal gf^ 
Card, ho must comply with Sections 1 and 2, of Art- 
icle XI, of the Constitution ; the requisite fee must 
accompany all applications before they will be 
received, or any cards granted. 

ARTICLE XVII. 


TERMS OF ADMISSION, ETC. 

For initiation, under forty years of age, $20: 
forty, and not exceeding fifty years of age, $1 
additional for each year exceeding forty years of 
age; exceeding fifty years of age, $30, and $2 
additional for each year exceeding fifty years; 
Deposit of Card, $1 ; Ancient Odd Fellow, if under 
forty years of age, $10; forty, and not exceeding 
fifty years of age, $1 additional f >r each year 
exceeding forty years of age; exceeding fifty years 
of age, $20, and $2 additional for each year exceed- 
ing fifty years ; each Degree, $5 ; Visiting Cards, 
25 cents ; Withdrawal Cards, $1. 
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ARTICLE XVIII. 

DUES AND ASSESSMENTS. 

Every brother, a member of this Lodge, shall 
pay into the funds of the Lodge, the following 
dues and assessments: dues for each term of six 
months, six dollars. 

ARTICLE XIX. 

BENEFITS. 

Section i. Every member of this Lodge who 
has been a member over six months, and who has 
been reinstated more than thirteen weeks, and 
who by sickness or accident has been rendered 
incapable of earning a livelihood, shall be entitled 
to receive the following sums ; provided, his illness 
has not been caused by his own immorality or mis- 
conduct. For an Initiate, first and second degree 
members, two dollars per week, for the first two 
weeks sickness, and four dollars per week there- 
after during continuation of said sickness; for a 
third and fourth degree member, three dollers per 
week, for the first two weeks sickness, and six dol- 
lars per week thereafter, during continuation of 
said sickness; for a fifth degree member, fonr dol- 
lars per week for the first two weeks sickness, and 
eight dollars per week thereafter, during con- 
tinna ion of said sickness. 


Sec. 2. On the death of a brother, there shall 
be appropriated the sum of seventy-five dol- 
lars to defray his funeral expenses; and on the 
death of a brother’s wife, the sum of thirty dollars 
shall be appropriated for funeral expenses ; provided , 
that no greater amount shall be allowed under any 
circumstances; the amount heroin provided for, 
shall be placed in the hands of the N. G., and if 
the expenses exceed the amount herein provided 
for, he shall pay a pro rata sum on each bill. 

Sec, 3. If a member of another Lodge apply 
lor relief to this Lodge, he shall receive the same 
attendance as a brother of this Lodge; provided , ho 
prove himself in good standing. 

Sec. 4. Any member of this Lodge holding a 
Visiting Card, who may bo taken ill in a neighbor- 
ing State or County where this Order exist, 
may notify the nearest Lodge of such illness or 
disability, for the purpose of obtaining the proper 
attention and relief; a certificate setting forth time, 
cause and duration of such illness or disability, is 
indispensable to obtain the amount specified in the 
first and second Sections of this Article ; if a brother 
has been taken ill in a foreign county, or on board 
a ship, the prescribed form shall be atteste .l by an 
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American Consul, physician, magistrate, or master 
of a vessel. 

92 Sec * 5 * Brothers residing within two miles of 
the Lodge-room, must be reported as entitled to 
benefits by the Visiting Committee, before benefits 
are granted. 

93 Sec. 6 . When a brother who is entitled to ben- 
efits is taken sick at a place remote from this 
Lodge, to receive the same, he must send or cause 
to be sent to the Lodge, a true statement of his 
case, with complaint and circumstances, and the 
cause and origin of his illness, and the nature 
thereof, attested by the N. G., of some Lodge near 
him, under its seal; but if there be no Lodge near 
him, then the same must be so stated by a respect- 
able physician. Notary Public or Justice of the 
Peace. 

94 Sec. 7. Any member, who while sick or disa- 
bled, and receiving benefits, shall be out after dark 
without permission of his physician, or the Visit- 
ing Committee of this Lodge, or who shall be 
guilty of frequ nting saloons or places where liq- 
uor is sold, other than his regular boarding house, 
or who shall be known to have been drunk during 
such sickness or disabilitv, shall not receive bene- 
fits during such sickness from that date. 
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ARTICLE XX. 

PENALTIES. 

Section 1. No member shall on the first night 05 
of his installation, take part in the proceeding. 

Sec. 2. Any member who is in arrears over six qq 
months, whether the same be for fees, dues, fines 
or assessments, shall not receive benefits until 
after such arrearages shall have been paid ; nor be 
entitled to vote or speak on any question or reso- 
lution before the Lodge; and no member, who has 
been suspended for any cause, shall receive bene- 
fits until two months after the removal of said 
cause. 

Sec. 3. No member who is in arrears to the 
Lodge, in the sum of four dollars, shall be entitled 
to vote at any election for officers. 

Sec. 4. Every elective officer who shall be

absent at roll call, or shall neglect the duties 
required by these By-Laws shall be subject to a 
fine of one dollar; every appointed officer who 
shall be absent, shall be subject to a fine of fifty 
cents. Should any elective office fail to have his 
books in the Lodge, at the specified time, he shall 
forfeit the sum of five dollars ; any officer neglect- 
ing to attend special meetings, convened by the 
N. G., after having been notified of the same in 
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open Lodge, or otherwise, shall be subject to the 
same fine as for non-attendance at a regular meet- 
ing; an}' member accepting an appointment on a 
committee and neglecting the same, shall be sub- 
ject to a fine of fifty cents; any member of the 
Visiting Committee neglecting to visit the sick, as 
provided for in Article XV, Section 1, of the By- 
Laws, shall be subject to a fine of five dollars; any 
member neglecting when duly notified, to watch 
with the sick, or attend to his duty, or fail to fur- 
nish a proper substitute, shall bo fined five dollars 
for each offense; sickness or attendance upon the 
sick, burial of the dead, absence from town, or 
attendance upon duty as a juryman, or under the 
Government, or at work, shall be sufficient and 
lawful excuses. 

qq Sec. 5. Any member disregarding the authority 
of the N. G., by persisting in using improper 
language, or conducting himself in a disorderly 
manner, may, after due trial be adjudged guilty of 
contempt of the authority of the X. G., and the 
Lodge shall have power to inflict on him such pen- 
afty as it may judge the nature of the offense may 
require, which may extend to expulsion. 

100 Sec. 6. Any member guilty of improper con- 
duct, in or out of the Lodge, who shall willfully 
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bring a charge against a brother which he is unable 
to prove, or shall knowingly propose an unworthy 
candidate, shall be subject to line, suspension or 
expulsion, according to the nature of the crime or 
offense: 

Sec. 7. Any member guilty of habitual drunk- 101 
enness, or playing games with cards, or other sub- 
stitutes, for money, or any infamous offense against 
the laws of the land, or feigning himself sick with 
a view to abuse the benevolent intentions of the 
Order, may be suspended or expelled. 

Sec. 8. If any member shall divulge the name|Q2 
of a brother who shall speak or vote against a can- 
didate for membership, or if any brother shall 
make public any business which should be con- 
fined to the Lodge, he shall be subject to fine, sus- 
pension or expulsion. 

ARTICLE XXI. 

FUNDS. 

There shall be but one fund, styled the General^ 
Fund. Benefits due, relief granted, or the current 
expenses of the Lodge, may be paid at any reg- 
ular meeting, by a majority vote of the members 
present ; but the investments, securities and funds 
of the Lodge, shall not be otherwise disposed of, or 
transferred in whole or in part, unless a resolution 
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to that effect shall have been offered at one regular 
meeting, and acted upon at the next regular meet- 
ing, when, if two-thirds of all legal votes cast, 
concur therein, it shall be adopted: provided, that 
no motion to loan the funds to individual mem- 
bers of this Lodge, shall at any time be entertained. 

ARTICLE XXII. 

FUNERALS. 

104 Section 1. On the death of a brother of this 
Lodgs, it shall be the duty of the N. G., and other 
authorized officers of the Lodge, to immediately 
make preparations for the funeral of the deceased 
brother, and as soon as possible summon every 
member of the Lodge to attend the funeral, unless 
otherwise requested by the nearest relatives of the 
deceased ; provided no greater expenses shall be 
incurred than can be paid for with the $75, funeral 
expenses. 

Sec. 2. The brethren shall assemble at the 
l^Lodge-room, at the time specified, when the roll 
of members shall be called, and all who are absent 
without a legal excuse, shall be fined one dollar. 

ARTICLE XXIII. 

The Trustees of Red Bluff Cemetary, elected by 
this Lodge, by virtue of an Act, for the support of 
certain cemetaries in Tehama County, (approved 
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April 1st, 1S72), shall report in writing at the close 
of each term the condition of the Cemetary, and all 
the proceedings of said Board of Trustees during 
their term. 

ARTICLE XXIV. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

Section 1. No part of these By-Laws shall be^Q^ 
repealed, altered, amended or annulled, unless a 
proposition in writing be made at least two regu- 
lar meetings previous to the time of its being acted 
upon ; when, if two-thirds of all votes cast be in 
favor of such proposition, it shall bo adopted.

and all resolutions or Rules of Order, that conflict 
with these By-Laws, are hereby rescinded.

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RULES OF ORDER 


— OP — 



I. O. O. F. 


Rule 1. When the N. G. takes the chair, the 
officers and members shall take their respective 
stations, and at the sound of the gavel, there shall 
be general silence, and if there be a Chaplain, join 
with him in prayer. The Lodge shall then proceed 
to open in due form. 

Rule 2. The presiding officer shall preserve 
order, and pronounce the decisions of the Lodge 
on all subjects; he shall decide all questions of 
order, without debate, subject to an appeal to the 
Lodge, on which appeal no brother shall speak 
more than once, when the question before the 
Lodge shall be; “Shall the decision of the N. 
stand as the judgment of the Lodge ? ” which ques- 
tion shall be stated by the N. G. 

Rule 3. No question shall be stated unless 
moved and seconded, nor be open for consideration 
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until stated by the N. G. ; and when a question is 
before the Lodge, no motion shall be received, 
except ; 1st, to lay on the table ; 2d, the previous 
question ; 3d, to postpone to a particular time ; 4th, 
to postpone indefinitely; 5tli, to recommit; 6th, to 
refer; 7th, to amend They shall have precedence 
in the order in which they are here arranged, and 
the first two shall be decided without debate. 

Kule 4. No motion shall be made while a 
brother is speaking, and no motion shall be made 
or seconded without rising and addressing the N. G. 

Rule 5. Any brother making a motion,, shall 
reduce it to writing at the request of the N. G., or 
any brother, in which case it shall not be before 
the Lodge until it be so written and read from the 
Secretary’s desk. 

Rule 6. Resolutions shall be in writing, and 
signed by the brother offering the same. 

Rule 7. No brother shall be interrupted while 
speaking, except it be to call him to order, or for 
the purpose of explanation. 

Rule S. If a member, while speaking, be called 
to order, he shall, at the request of the N. G., take 
his seat till the question of order is determined, 
when, if permitted, he may proceed again. 
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Rule 9. Every member when speaking shall 
be standing, respectfully address the N. G , confine 
himself to the question under debate, and avoid all 
personalities, indecorous or sarcastic language. 

Rule 10. If two or more brothers rise to speak 
at the same time, the N. G. shall decide which is 
entitled to the floor. And no member shall speak 
more than once upon the same subject or question 
until all who wish to sheak shall have had an 
opportunity to do so, nor more than twice without 
permission from the N. G. Each member, while 
speaking, shall designate the officer or member 
spoken of by his proper rank or titled, according 
to his standing in the Order. 

Rule 11. When a blank is to be filled, the 
question shall be first taken on the highest sum or 
number and the longest time proposed. 

Rule 12. Any brother may call for a division 
of a question when the sense will admit of it. And 
any five members calling for the yeas and nays, 
they shall be ordered by the N. G., and recorded. 

Rule 13. Before putting the question, the N. 
G. shall ask: “Is the Lodge ready for the ques- 
tion?” If no brother rise to speak, he shall rise 
and put it, and after lie has risen to put the ques- 
tion, no brother shall be periniited to speak upon 
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it. While the N. G. is addressing the Lodge or 
putting the question, silence shall be observed. 

Rule 14. After any question, except one of 
indefinite postponement, has been decided, any 
two brothers who voted in the majority may, at 
the same time, or next regular meeting, move for 
a reconsideration thereof ; but no discussion of the 
main question shall be allowed unless reconsidered. 

Rule 15. When a brother has been called to 
order for the manifestation of temper or improper 
feeling, he shall not be allowed to speak again in 
the Lodge at that meeting, unless by special 
permission of the Lodge. 

Rule 16. No brother shall vote on any ques- 
tion in which he is immediately interested. 

Rule 17. Every brother present (not disqual- 
ified) shall votet unless for special reasons. 

Rule 18. In speaking on points of order, the 
N. G. shall have precedence ; but he cannot speak 
on any other subject, except to state facts within 
his own knowledge, without previously vacating 
his chair, and filling it by a qualified brother. 

Rule 10. No brother shall retire without leave 
of the N. G. And during opening, closing, initia- 
tion, recess, or taking the yeas and nays, the door 
shall be kept closed. 
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Rule 20. Any brother may excuse lximsclf 
from serving on a committee, if, at the time of his 
appointment, he is a member of two other com- 
mittees. No member can be appointed on a com- 
mittee when absent from the Lodge. 

Rule 21. The brother first named on a com- 
mittee shall act as chairman until another is chosen 
by the members of the committee. 

Rule 22. On the call of three members for the 
previous question, the N. G. shall put the question 
in this form : “ Shall the main question be now 
put ? ” If the motion be carried, the vote shall 
first be upon all pending amendments, after which 
upon the main question. If decided in the nega- 
tive, the question shall lay over until the next reg- 
ular meeting. 

Rule 23. A motion to close is always in order 
after the regular business is concluded, which 
motion shall be decided without debate. If decided 
in the affirmative, it is no adjournment until the 
Lodge is closed in due form. 

Rule 24. These Rules of Order may be altered 
or amended after one week’s notice, in writing, 
has been given, specifying the proposed alteration 
or amendment ; but any one of them, or any 
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clause thereof, may be suspended for the time 

being, by a vote of two-thirds of all present. 

Rule 25. In the absence of any Rule of Order 
touching a giveh case, the Lodge shall be governed 
by Cushing’s Manual.
